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The effect of the decla- 
ratiõ made in the Guildhall _ 
by M. Recorder of Lon 
don, concerning the late at- 
temptes of the Quenes Ma- 
ieſties euill, ſeditious, and 


diſobedient ſubiectes. 
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ON Mondes the xv. of Octo- 
ber. 15.71. Sn Rowland Har⸗ 
ward Knight Lozde Maioz of 
London and his woꝛſhyptull bes 
thzen the Aldermen, with all the | 
Counſell of the Citie, aſſemdled at | 
the Guildhall in þ place there cal⸗ 
led the Maioꝛs Court, haupng all 
the noardens of the companies 
befoze them with a great multi⸗ 
tude ot other Citizens: M. u9Sil- 
liam Fletwod Eſquier Recoꝛder 
of London, made his Oꝛation in 
effect as foloweth. 


AMong the auncient recozdes # 
and monumentes of this ho - 
notable Citie, J finde one,begyn- 
nyng thus: Inter altioris conſilij vi- | 
ros. & cet. Among men of depeſt 
counſell and of moſt graue and 
wile conſideration, it hath euer 
been the vſe in ſearching and vn⸗ 
derſtandyng of truth and goucr- 
nyng of mens doynges and pal 
IJ. ties 
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cies alway to follow the auncient 
dentes and ſteps of our foꝛe⸗ 
thers. Wheretoze J thought it 
beſt firſt to recite vnto you ſome 
auncient examples & pꝛeſidenteg 
in like caſes vſed by the moſt no⸗ 
ble and wile kynges of England 
and their Counſels. 

In the third pere of kyng Hen 
ry the third, the kyng beyng much 
diſquieted with rebellious conſpi- 
racies of diſoꝛdered and ſeditious 
ſubiectes, dyd at the place which 
we now call Paules croſſe aſſem⸗ 
ble a Folkemote of the Citie of 
London, ſo called bicauſe it is a 
metyng and caliyng together of 
the Folke that is the people, the 
gouernours and the wozſhypfull 
and honeſt inhabitauntes of this 
Citie , and there both enquired of 
diſoꝛders and made declaration 
of his purpoſe and meanes to re 
dꝛeſſe the ſame. 
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In the ſirt yeare of the reigne 
of the ſame kyng Henry the =_ 
the 
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the kyng hymſelfe and the kyng 
of Komanes his bzother mindyng 
to paſſe ouer the ſeas together foꝛ | 
the repreſſing of certaine rebelli- 

ons raiſed agaynſt hym in Gaf- 

coigne and Guiene and other hys 

dominions beyond the ſeas, dyd 

firſt at the ſame place of Paulss 

croſſe aſſemble his good ſubtectes 

of the ſayd Citie of London, and 

there not onely Declared the cau- 

ſes of his goyng ouer ſea but al- 

ſo aſked licence ok his ſubtcctes 

to paſſe out ot the realme. The no⸗ 

ble kyng conſideryng the perſon 

ofthe prince to be hed ofthe com⸗ 

mon wealth, thought it not con⸗ 

uenient to depart without taking 

leaue ot his ſubiectes. And the Ci⸗ 

tizens of London in the name of 

all his good ſubiectes of England 
aſſented to his goyng ouer, which 
the kyng then toke to be as ſtrong 
and as full an agreement as if the 
lame had ben agreed vnto in Par 
ment. Foz Ciuitas London eſt ca- 
A. iij. put 
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put omnium ciuitatum huius regni. 
The Citie ot London is the hedof 
all the Cities of England. 

Kyng Edward the fyꝛſt when 
he went about Hys conqueſt of 
Wales, he firſt publiſhed the cau- 
ſes therofto this honozable Citie. 
Kyng Henry the vi. likewiſe fo- 
iowyng the ſame pꝛeüdentes, af- 
ter hys battayle fought at Bok 
woꝛth fielde, allo betoze Loſecote 
fielde, befoze his enterpzile at Ne- 
warke , and befoze the battayle 
when he ſubdued the Kebelles at 
Blackheath fielde, Declared the 
cauſes and hys meaning, to hys 
good and louing ſubiectes of the 
Citie of London, and left wyth 
them thys noble Citie hys cham- 
ber to be ſafely kept and pzeſerued 
in his abſence, which they truely 
and faythfully perfozmed. 

Alo within your owne memo⸗ 
ry, you haue knowne the late 
Nucene Mary came hether into 
this Citie in her owne PR 
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to hys people ot J ſrael, yet would 
not ſo doe, but gaue hys will 
in charge and inſtruction to hyg 
ſeruaunt Moſes, and Moſes deli⸗ 
uered ouer the fame to Aaron, x 
Aaron tothe elders, and they to 
the people of God. And the * 
example of God pzincipally, and 
ſince of her noble pꝛogenitoꝛs, the 
Quenes maieſtie our moſt grati⸗ 
ous ſoueraigne Lady followeth 
# hath thought good to vie with 
you her louyng ſuviectes of her 
chamber , of her nobleſt, faithful- 
left,x to her derelpeſt beloued Ct 
tie of London. 

The cauſe therefoze why ye be 
now aſſembled is this. Her high 
nes pleaſure was that the Loꝛdes 
ſt other of her maieſties molt ho⸗ 
noꝛable pꝛiuie Counſell ſhould 
call befoꝛe them the Loꝛd Maio? 
and other of y gouernours ok this 
Citic and impart to them the ſtats 
of thynges at this tyme concer- 


7 png her Maieſtie and the gouer⸗ 
naunce 
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naunce of her realme. And accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to her highnes ſayd pleaſure 
on Friday laſt paſt, at the ſter re 
chãber at Meſtminſter the Loz. ds 
of the Counſell aſembled bef oze 
them the right honoꝛable the 1. 
Maioꝛ of this Citte,vj.ofhis woz- 
ſhypfull bzethzen the Aldermen, 
and ſire of the ſageft communerg, 
and me as one vnwoꝛthy among 
the reſt. And there the ſayd Loꝛds 
and other of her moſt honoꝛable 
Counſell to the ſayd Loꝛd Maioꝛ 
Adermen and commoners decla⸗ 
red ſuch mater as they had by her 
Maieſties owne mouth geuen 
them in e to publiſhe. And 
every one of the Loꝛdes there 
ſpake in their oꝛder ſcuerally ſome 
dne part # ſome an other in mo 
wiſe and graue ſoꝛte, # in woꝛdes | 
if great weight and impoztance.

| ries . But J will in few wondes 
| recite the ſumme of all their ſap; 
| inges gathered into one, that ye 
map the moꝛe ealilp conceiue the 
ſame and the moꝛe firmely kepe it 
in remembꝛaunce. 
We doubt not that ye heare (ſayd 
| they)offuch matters touching the 
Nueenes Maieſtie, and her eſtate 
as now be in hand, and likewiſe 
ye vnderſtand of ſuch perſons as 
koꝛ great cauſes be appꝛehended, 
and committed to cuftodie , Her 
Maieſtie nothing doubteth , but 
that vou her good and louing cite⸗ 
zens of her city of London hauing 
had ſo long experiment ok her 
good and gracious gouernment, 
haue ſeene à found the ſame to be 
ſuch, as ſhe truſteth you haue no 
cauſe to millike oꝛ repent it. And 


her Maieſtie hath this opinion ol 


yon being her louing and her moſt 
dearely beioued Citizens, that ye 
will not conceiue other of * 

tha 


that what ſoener ſhe hath done 
herein, ſhe hath done it by good 
reaſon , ⁊ hath iuſt cauſe to do the 
ſame, and a great deale moꝛe. 
Surelpy the matter of the great 
and daungerous conſpiracies by 
them agaynſt her perſon , her 
tealme, ⁊ her goue rnement, is no 
fable, noꝛ of (mall importance, but 
ſuch as if it had not bene in time 
diſcouered by the pꝛouidence, euen 
the pzouidence J ſay ofalmighty 
God, rather then by any humaine 
policie, not onely her Maieſties 

perſon had bene in danger, but al⸗ 
fo this noble Citi? had come to 
ſpople and deſtruction, 

This followyng J adde out 
of pour owne auncient recoꝛdes 
of this Citie of London, where

theruics of Hugh Biſhop of Lin- 
colne by hym written, concerning 
the beſt maner of gouerning the

red, hath bene hatched, and hath 
b1ought fozth a bꝛood of moſt vilc 
and hozrible treaſon .

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God hath bleſſed with foꝛtunes 


and woꝛldly goodes, ſhould haue 
bene robbed ryfled and ſpoyled: 
the bodies ofthe chicke gouernozs 
t moſt notable men, ſhould haue 
bene appꝛehended and murdered: 
by which meanes it ſhould haue 


bene bꝛought to paſſe, that the ter 


tour of ſuch crueltie executed vpon 
the citye of London, and the fame 
thereof ſpzead throughout the 
woꝛld might make al other afraid 
to reſiſte them, and koꝛ feare the 
gladder to come vnder their ſub⸗ 
lection.

Pet haue the 
ſame foꝛraine enemies pꝛompſed, 
to tie ſame moſt vntrue a vnna⸗ 
turall ſubiectes, that Hereafter 
when tyme and oppoꝛtunitite ſhall 
ſerue and their neceſſitie require, 
they will fend them ayde, and ſup- 
ply their neede wyth ſtrength and 
power foꝛ their reicue c detence. 
So thys moſt daungerous in⸗ 
tention you playnely ſee was not 
onelp to deſtrop the Queenes 
molt royall perſon (whome God 
long-preſcrue) but alſo to tumble 
vp her gouernment,to ouerthꝛow 
the ſtate of this realme , and to 
ſpoyle and vndoe thys noble Cv 
tie: which was (0 haynous and 
ſo wicked a purpole as was neuer 
ſeene oz heard the like.

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"The ſecond part is this. That 
though her mateſtie be moſt aſſu⸗ 
red of the faythfull hartes, good 
willes and deuotions or her good 
and louyng citizens, yet foꝛaſ⸗ 
much as her highnes well know- 
eth that in ſo populous a multi⸗ 
tude, it can not be but ſome will 
be vngracious, and euill diſpoſed, 
not of the beſt, ſubſtãtiall, and ho⸗ 
neſt ſoꝛt of pou, but raſcalles and 
of the woꝛſt degree, as hath ap- 
pered in ſome that ſpꝛed rumozs 
and haue ſcattered leude and ſedi⸗ 
tious papers and letters, geuyng 
away the honoꝛ of her Maieſties 
good gouernement to other, and 
tranſterring great pꝛaiſes to ſome 
ſingular perſons that neuer deſer⸗ 
ned the ſame, by which —— 
haue ſought to deface & conkronte 
her maieſties moſt gracious, mer⸗ 
tifull, and good regiment, and 
pꝛactiſed as much as in them lieth

appoynted to be declared vnto 
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to ſtrengthen the partie of her 
| highnes enemies, and to rapſe 
| grudge of her highnes \ubiectes 
agaynſt her mateſtte,her counſell, 
and gouerners by her appointed, 

Therefoze Her Highnes com⸗ 
maunded the Loꝛd Maioꝛ and o- 
ther that haue charge of this her 
noble and moſt dearely beloued 
citie, that they ſhould haue vigi⸗ 
lant eyes, vſe diligent heede, and 
(as the very terme was) a careful 
care, not onely toward the whole 
bodye ofthe Citie, but alſo cnery 
member thereof: and commaun⸗ 
deth you all, every one of you, in 
your companies, ⁊ in pour houle- 
holdes, aud in enery place, tyme, 
and oppoꝛtunitie to looke about 
you, and it there may any ſuch be 
found that ſhall ſpread any ſuch 


rumoꝛ 92 vle any ſuch ſpeach, ey⸗ 
ther agaynſt the Queenes Maie⸗ 
ſtie, oꝛ her counſell, gouernement, 
oꝛ doinges, oꝛ to auaunce any fin- 
gular perſon now appꝛehended 
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by her Maieſties authoutie fox 
moſt iuſt cauſes, oꝛ to the trou⸗ 
blyng of the ſtate of the realme oz 
quiet of thys Citie, eyther by wꝛi⸗ 
ting ciphering, pꝛinting, ſpeaking 
0. other wyſe, wherby the ate of 
the realme may be ſclaundered oz 
troubled, oz the Queenes Maie⸗ 
ties gouernement and doynges 
bought in infamy o2 confronted, 
02; any daungerous perſons re⸗ 
teiue encouragement oz fauour: 
that foꝛthwyth ye appꝛehend all 
ſuch, and cauſe them immediatiy 
to be bzought befoꝛe my L. Ma⸗ 
io, that ſuch offenders may ac⸗ 
toꝛdyng to the lawes of the Citie, 
the lawes of the crowne, and of 
theRealme, recetne condigne pu- 
niſhment fo2 their miſdemeanozs. 
And this is the ſumme of all that 
1was willed to declare vnto you 
at thys pꝛeſent. 


Then role the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, 


and moſt wyſely, pithily, and ſuc⸗

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cinctipſpake as foloweth. 

There is pet ſomewhat more 
to ſap vnto you . Albeit the ſud⸗ 
ſauute ot that we had in charge, 
hath bene weil and fully declared 
by M. Recozder. Bet becauſe ye 
here aſſembled, are the wardens 
of the ſeucrail companies, into 
which the bodye of thys Citie is 
deuided „it was thought neceſſa⸗ 
rv pe ſhoulde be called to vnder⸗ 
tand the cect of that which the 
Loꝛdes did ſignifie vnto vs, and 
her highnes by Her owne mouth, 
had commaunded them to cauſe 
to be publiſhed among you. And 
becauſe pe bepng wiſe men, can 
well beare away the effect therof, 
it is alſo thought good to require 
vou, that ye call afoze you in your 
ſeueral Halles, your Liueries and 
the honeſt houſholders of pour 
Companies, and there make de⸗ 
claration of this that hath bene 
her Maieſties pleaſure, that you 
and they ſhould vnderſtand. - 
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ſo ye may depart. 


There with aroſe à great ſhowt 
trying, God ſane the Quene. Ind 
at the ende in a manner of euery 
ſentence which Maſter Necozder 
ſpake, the good Citizens of Lon⸗ 
don the wardens of their compa⸗ 
nies, and a great multitude of o⸗ 
ther Citizens that came thether 
toheare of the matter, coulde not 
contapne they? affections, but ſtill 
now Xx then bake out into cryes 
. ofharty pꝛapers foꝛ her grace, and 
deteſtation ok her enemies, and 
thankes to God foꝛ her miracu⸗ 
lous deliuerãce, to the great com⸗ 
ſoꝛte of ſuch as had in charge to 
make that declaration. So as 
we may well lap: 

Be it knowne to her Ma- 
ieſtie, for her ioy: to all good 
ſubiectes, for their aſſurance: 
aud to all papiſtes and other 


traytors, to their terror: that 
C.. 
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the noble faithful true louino 
and chriſtian citie of London 
is our Queene Elizabethes vn. 
remoueably, cõtinuing dayh 
in prayer for her preſeruation, 
and in their moſt dutifull ma- 
ner ready with expence of al 
that they haue, and aduenture 
of their lines, to refuſe no pe. 
rill in her highnes defence and 
ſeruice, and ſubduing of here. 
nimies, rebelles, and traitors, 


God ſaue Queene E- 


lizabeth, and con- 
found her enemies.
